Front  overseas  10,000  Foreign  Stud¬ 
ents  attend  American  Schools.  For 
more  than  fifty  years,  America  lias 
welcomed  tho  foreign  student.  Today 
America  is  virtually  a  world  school 
master.  Tho  10,000  students  from  over¬ 
seas,  representing  a  diversity  of  cus¬ 
toms,  traditions,  dress  and  history, 
form  the  greatest  migration  in  student 
history. 

Tune  has  metamorphosed  the  average 
foreign  student.  He  is  more  matured 
than  his  predecessor  of  a  dccado  or  so 
ago.  Foreign  educators  now  believo 
there  is  no  advantage  in  sending  stud¬ 
ents  here  fo  rundergraduato  work.

British  colonics  and  dominions,  which 
formerly  looked  exclusively  to  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  for  higher  education, 
aro  sending  students  -  to  tho  United 
States  to  study  scientific  and  businosa 
methods.  In  tho  last  fivo  years  the 
number  of  students  from  Ceylon,  Aus¬ 
tralia,  and  tho  Wost  Indies  have  doub- 
lod.  More  than  1,000  Canadian  students 
cross  tho  bordor  to  American  class 
rooms  each  year.

respect,  namely,  tho  control,  by  the 
Federal  Rescrvo  Board,  of  tho  redis¬ 
count  rate,  nnd  through  open  market 
operations  of  tho  Federal  Rescrvo 
Banks.  Theso  methods  liavo  proved  very 
effective  during  tho  present  period  of 
depression  in  deflating  credit  nnd  pre¬ 
venting  furtlir  speculation  and  over- 
expansion. 

A  second  proposal  is  that  efforts  he 
made  to  bring  about  a  moro  general 
knowlcdgo  of  the  "habits”  of  tho  bus¬ 
iness  cycle.  Business  men  should  con¬ 
sider  it  nnd  know  moro  nbout  it.  To  an¬ 
ticipate  the  cycle  will  result  in  neutra¬ 
lizing  it  ,at  least  to  a  certain  extent. 
This  dissemination  of  information  con¬ 
cerning  tlio  business  cycle  can  be  and 
is  being  facilitated  by  tlio  creating  of  j 
business  forecasting  institutions.  Onoj 
of  the  outstanding  forecasting  services 
is  that  offered  by  tho  Babson  Statisti¬ 
cal  Organization  of  Balwon  Park,  Mass. 
Others  are  the  Moody’s  Investors  Ser¬ 
vices,  tlio  Brookmirc  Economic  Service, 
etc.  They  aro  doing  much  thru  then- 
studies  of  tlio  various  business  barom¬ 
eters  to  forecast  business  conditions. 
Babson,  for  instance,  was  very  exact  in 
his  prediction  of  the  precipitation  of 
the  present  industrial  depression. 

Another  proposal  in  the  utilization 
of  government  (national,  state  and  lo¬ 
cal)  jobs  in  the  period  of  depression. 
This  will  furnish  labor  with  employ¬ 
ment  and  therefore  purchasing  power. 
This  method  is  being  used  quite  exten- 
tively  at  tlio  preesnt  timo. 

A  fourth  .method  suggcstcl  is  thru 
tho  stabilization  of  the  dollar.  At  the 
present  time  the  dollar  as  a  standard  of 
value  is  very  unstable.' For  example,  in 
1913  tlie  dollar  would  buy  a  dollar’s 
worth  of  goods,  but  the  same  dollar  in 
1920  would  buy  less  than  half  ns  much. 
In  fact,  the  index  number  in  1013  wn3 
100  and  in  1920  it  was  220.  This  means 
that  in  1920  it  took  more  than  two 
dollars  to  bky  as  much  iis  ono  could 
buy  in  1913.  If  wo  lmd  to  buy  and  sell 
cloth  or  grain  by  a  yardstick  or  a  bu¬ 
shel  that  fluctuated  as  much  as  the 
dollar  ,we  would  have  a  very  difficult 
timo.  Imagine  a  yardstick  that  fluc¬ 
tuated  more  than  100  percent  in  the 
course  of  seven  years. 

Under  onr  present  monetary  system 
the  dollar  remains'  constant  in  weight 
hut  fluctuates  in  value.  It  consists  of 
25.8  grains  of  gold  9-10  fine,  but  the 
purchasing  power  of  this  weight  of 
gold  fluctuates  very  widely.
